EDITORIAL COMMENT 


NEWLANDS AND HIS CRITICS 


T TOW long must a man live, own a home and 


•^ •*• 
pay taxes in Nevada before he can legit- 


imately la\ claim to being a bona fido resident 
of the State? 


The statutes, which should be the guide in 


such matters specifically state that a continuous 
period of six months within the boundaries of 
the State must elapse before he is entitled to 
vote. 
While nothing is said in the statutes re- 


garding the time necessary to acquire a residence 
that will entitle a m|an to legally be elected to 
office and hold the same, it is presumed that 
any qualified elector may become an officeholder 
provided he can secure a majority of the suffragd 
of the township, county or State as the case may 
be. This would seem to be plain enough, at least 
as regards the law in the case, but there is a 
gentleman now holding one of the highest offices 
within the gift of the people who has been a 
legal resident of the State in every possible con- 
struction of the statutes, who has owned prop- 
erty, paid taxes and who has never been absent 
from the State during the interim of his official 
duties for more than a couple of months at a 
lime in ncarh sixteen years. And \et, accord- 
ing to a fc\\ of his political opponents, he holds 
simply a constructive citizenship. 


On the other hand, there is a young man in 


this city who made his first appearance in this 
great State of ours a matter of something less 
than two years .since. 
When the gentleman 


first alluded to was formulating one of the 
greatest pieces of constructive legislation the 
West has ever known, this young man was 
wearing knickerbockers and was perhaps being 
constantly admonished b\ his mamma to be sure 
and keep his nose clean when he appeared in 
public. 
Hut the \oungster grew up, as boys 


arc in the habit of doing, and leaving the par- 
ental nest set about the life task of telling the 
people of the State of his recent adoption ho\v '< 
the> had been imposed upon by permitting ah 
alien to represent them in a legislative capacity. 
To emphasize the unselfishness of his views, he 
condescends to announce in his own paper that 
he has been favorably mentioned for a legisla- 
tive position, although he has never cast a vote 
in the Stale, and it is presumed that in the very 
unlikely event of his nomination and election 
he will not stultify himself by voting to continue 


the alleged alien in office at the expiration of his 
present term. 


In the nueantime, he will, it is confidently 


predicted, continue to tell the people of Nevada 
that it is a shame the way they are being treated 
because of the fact that Senator 
Newlands 


bought property that nobody else wanted twenty 
years ago which has since increased wonderfully 
in value. 
While not acknowledging himself a 


socialist, he expresses peculiar views as to rights 
of others in someone else's property. 


Notwithstanding 
Mr. 
Newlands 
recentl} 


gave to the people of Reno, through the Gov- 
ernment, a tract of land for exactly what it cost 


him, plus a moderate rate of interest, that will be 
used as a site for the new postoffice, this theoret- 
ical socialist believes that he should go still 
further and give to the city a valuable tract of 
land on the river bank for a park, accepting in 
payment the silence of some of his political 
opponents that was his sole recom[>cnse for his 
generosity in the postoffice site. 
He says that 


many an old resident had hoped that some da\ 
this tract would be tendered the city. If some 
of those old residents of Republican persuasion 
will but open their hearts and give «veu a 
modicum of what Senator Newlands has given 
to Reno and the State of Nevada, The Journal 
will promise to continue its policy of giving 
credit where credit is due, regardless of politics. 
There are a number of Republicans in this city 
who have made many times what Senator New- 
lands has in Reno real estate who would not even 
contribute a foot of ground for an alley, and 
even dodge taxes and fight a paving ordinance, 
but because they are not public men they are 
alluded to as substantial citizens, and, as nothing 
is expected of a substantial citizen, except tc 
grow more substantial, nothing is asked. 


When one considers the private benefactions 


and the public work of Senator Newlands an/ 
his acknowledged prominence., in State and 
National affairs, it would seem, that before 3 
would-be- critic set himself up as a mentor for 
the State, he should1 at least have been long 
enough a resident thereof to have cast a vote. 


Taking this sensible view of it, one is puzzled 


to determine whether the critic is the more tc 
be pitied for his ignorance, admired for his im- 
pudent effrontery or condemned for his indiffer- 
ence to the truth in handling facts. 


GRASP THE OPPORTUNITY 


DEXO business men have always been recog- 
•*-^> 
nizerl as the most progressive and enter- 


prising in the State, even in the days when our, 
community was far from being the leading 
town of Xcvada. 


It would be a strange thing if at this stage 


of our existence we should love that reputation. 


Yet, at the present moment, while an oppor- 


tunin is knocking at our doors it would seem as 
if \\e were guilty of an inexcusable neglect. 


fn the da>s before the construction of the 


Hazen cut-off Reno enjoyed a great degree of 
prosperity from the passenger traffic that went 
through here en route to Tonopah, Goldfield and 
other Southern Nevada mining camps. 
Since 


that time we have derived but comparatively 
little re\cnue from the development of Nevada's 
mining- industry. 


But the tide of discovery has been flowin° 


northward, and at last the new camp of Ramsey 
comes knocking at our very gates. The worth 
of Ramsey is proved; the gold is there and in 
good quantity; people are flocking in, substantial 
structures are being erected and every promise 
of a big and thriving mining camp is in evi- 
dence. 


The nearest railroad station is at Churchill 


on the Carson & Colorado, a goodly distance 
from any large town in Western Nevada. 
Tc 


reach it, travelers from either east or west have 
to take the long and roundabout route by wav 
of Hazen. 
A station on the Central Pacific at 


an equal distance from RaTnsey would be certain 
to corral nine-tenths of die freight and passenger 
traffic. 


There is such a station at Clark's on die 


road between this city and Hazen. 
Clark's is 


only sixteen miles from Reno by rail, and onlv 
fourteen 
or 
fifteen 
miles from Ramsey by 


wagon road—a comparatively insignificant dis- 
tance as things go in Nevada, a State of "mag- 
nificent distances." 


About ten miles of the distance between 


Clark's and Ramsey are covered by a good road. 
Four miles of road have to be constructed. The 
territory is in Storey county, and Storey natur- 
ally does not wish to aid the merchants of i 
rival county at her own expense. Therefore i» 
is up to the business men of Reno to construct 
this four miles of road. 


Ramsey is a camp of magnificent potentiali- 


ties. Some of those who have seen it have pre-1 


dieted that it will be a second Comstock. Such 
predictions, however, are generally oversanguinc 
If a second Comstock were only half as common 
as enthusiastic mining prophets would have them 
gold and silver would be as cheap as paper. But 
let it be a second Tonopah or Goldfield, Eureka 
or Austin, cr even a camp of pretensions much 
more humble, the construction of that four miles 
of road between Clark's and Ramsey would be 
paid for a thousand times over, and there would 
be something more a-coming even then. 


Other towns, far less prosperous, energetic 


and enterprising, are reaching out for the trade 
of Ramsey, and are getting it. for the sinvplt 
reason that there are no other 
competitors. 


"\ irginia City runs a stage line twenty-seven 
miles, and Carson has a daily automobile ser- 
vice, covering eighty miles on the round trip. It 
would be a shame for Reno to confess herself 
beaten in enterprise and farsightedness by those 
two towns. 


Opportunity is still a-knocking at our gate. 


Let us not neglect it.
